Clear for Action lAvalon Hill, $30) is a gaae of fighting 
ships during tbe age of sail. You have the option of playing 
any one of twelve different scenarios, or creating your own In 
addition to creating your own scenarios, you aay also desigi 
your own ships. The aanoal recoaaends you follow the general 
ship guide for criteria. This guide provides you with a list of 
standard ships of this tiae period and their various 
characteristics As captain of one or ac-re sailing ships yoi 
aay play either tbe coaputer or another person. As this prograa 
is in Basic, playing the coaputer is a little slower thai 
playing with a live opponent, but no less challenging. 

The gane itself is played on two screens which are 
alternately displayed. The first screen is a strategic level 
view of the situation. It shows tbe current sailing orders for 
all ships. Each ship is depicted by a nuiber on a dot matrix 
grid. As the captain of a vessel yon aay change direction and 
sail configuration at this tiae. 

Tbe next screen is a tactical level screen This shows 
each ship by a graphic display and gives its current 
relationship to every other ship To one side of this grid yoi 
see a ship's outline, ccaplete with rows of cannon. In tbe 
liddle of this silhouette aay be found four boxes Ei:t box 
depicts tbe current type of load for that broadside After 
firing a broadside you are able to load with one of four types 
of shot . Each has different ranges and effects on your 
opponent's ships It is on this page that you are given the 
opportunity to fire on your opponent's ship. After this you aay 
go to a third text page, on which yon aay ac-ve crew sections 
froa one of your four ship areas to another. Each of these 
areas controls the perforaance of either sailing or fighting 
your ship. Then you aay proceed tc the first screen and start 
the cycle over again 

I found this gaae to be easy to learn yet quite 
challenging to play Avilon Hill has docuaented the gaae in two 
easily understood booklets. Tbe first explains tbe basic gaae 
aechanics and allows you to proceed inaediatley to play. The 
second booklet lists ships, scenarios and carious charts 
depicting tbe probablity of such occurances as fooling, 
grappling, sailing speeds, crew functions, aorale etc I have 
only two coaplaints about this prograa. It is difficult at 
tiaes to tell just where on the tactical screen a aove on the 
strategic screen will place you Thus, I have found ayself 
continually getting a full broadside when I had thought I would 
clear ay opponents arc of fire. My second complaint, which n 
no way detracts froa the gaae s payability, is the simplicity 
of the graphics and sound effects. One of Atari's strongest 
aspects is the quality of the sound and graphics which it aay 
produce An excellent gaae like this deserves the best graphics 
possible.
